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Statement from Mayor Rahm Emanuel and Police Superintendent Eddie Johnson

to hear each other and partner with each other - as public servants, police and members of the
public - and let us ensure our collective mission is what endures for generations to come.

We have heard that message countless times in recent
days and weeks in church basements, in community meetings and from residents in our
neighborhoods.
